A Hod-Carrier Killed By a 
Street Car. 


HE FELL FROM T H E PLATFORM . 


The

<V man by the name of John Sheridan 
was run over by a street cur and killed 
last evening on the corner of Spring and 
Second slreets. 
lie was a hod-carrier 
and had been at work for Andrew Mc­ 
Nally, the contractor, on a building near 
the corner of Fourth and Spring streets. 
At 7 o'clock he got on car No. 25 and 
made his way to the front seat, his din­ 
ner pail iu hand. Ju st as the car was 
passing 
the new 
Bryson-Bonebrake 
building, opposite the hardware store of 
F. E. Brown, No. 44 Spring street, he 
managed in some way to fall forward in 
front of tho car and directly under the 
; wheels. The car wheel passed over liis 
wiist, breaking it, and struck against his 
breast, crushing in the ribs an«i tearing 
open the arteries. 
A num ber of by­ 
standers rushed up and drew him out in­ 
sensible and dying. 
The car had been thrown from the 
track and the passengers stood up in ex­ 
citement and fright. Word was instantly 
sent to tho Police Station, which h just 
rouud the corner on Second street, and 
Chief Cuddy and an officer ran to the 
scene. The man was carried to the sta­ 
tion and medical aid summoned. Dr. 
Ellis and Dr. 
Schultz decided 
that 
nothing could be done, and a few minutes 
after he was brought into the station the 
unfortunate man breathed his last. 
A 
number of his fellow workmen put in an 
appearance, and ODe of them was sent 
to inform the dead m an’s wife of the ter­ 
rible occurrence. 
Deceased was a large, 
strong fellow, ail excellent workman, aud 
for the most part steady and regular in 
his habits. No one could be found who 
could say whether he was intoxicated 
at the time of 
the accident. 
The 
fact 
that 
his 
work 
had 
been 
finished at six o’clock and lie bad 
not ptarted for home until seven gave 
rise to some suspicion on this point. His 
home was back of the Southern Pacific 
depot. 
We was married but had no 
children. 
It was stated that his brother 
is a well-to-do merchant. 
A H k r a i .i i reporter 
hunted up the 
driver of the car im mediately after the 
accident and got his version of the 
affair. The driver’s name is W. H. For­ 
rester, hiB num ber is eleven. 
“I noticed,” said he “ when the man 
came to get on to the car that he was 
very drunk aud I almost stopped the car. 
He got on about the miildle rf th e car 
aud 
made 
his 
way to the 
front 
seat.

The car was not going especial­ 
ly fast—just at the usual rate.

Later in the evening Forrester came to 
the station and offered to give himself 
into custody. 
He will bo summoned 
before the Coroner to-day and the affair 
looked into. The unfortunate m an’s 
widow was driven to the station in a 
hack a tew minutes after the body had 
been taken to tho morgue, and her cries 
were heart-rending.

The Lucas tiial is nearly at ah end. 
A few more witnesses will be called to­ 
day and the argum ents will be offered to 
the jury. Judge Cheney declared yester­ 
day th at in any event the case should 
not go over Sunday. 
There were several lively scenes but 
no im portant developments in the ses­ 
sions of yesterday. The morning was 
taken up with the cross-examination of 
Lucas, which elicited nothing new. 
In the afternoon the prosecution began 
its evidence in rebuttal by recalling De­ 
tective Metzler. He knew Finnegass, of 
San Francisco, who had testified in 
Lucas’ favor, and considered his reputa­ 
tion bad. The witness knew Lucas both 
here and in San Francisco and consid­ 
ered his reputation very bad. He denied 
being an enemy of Lucas, however. Fin- 
npgass and the witness had been enemies 
ever since the opium frauds. 
Mr. T. F. Lay cock, the next wiiness, 
succeeded in creating something of a sen­ 
sation. 
He bad been warned by the 
Court to answer only the question that 
was asked him and to wait always for 
objections. 
’Have you known Mr. Lucas long?” 
asko«l tho Prosecuting Attorney. 
“ Yes,” he shouted. 
“ I lived in the 
same houso with him for many years 
and I know him .” 
There was a blank silence of a few sec­ 
onds, which was broken by the Court 
ordering the witness to leave the court­ 
room. 
“ And be thankful,” he added, 
“ that you are not more severely dealt 
w ith.” 
The witness climbed out of the box and 
left the court looking rather crestfallen. 
Later in the day the attorneys for the 
people apologized for him and asked that 
he be recalled. 
He returned and gave 
his testimony that the reputation of 
Luca3 had always been bad. An effort 
was made by the prosecution to prove 
that Lucas bad been convicted of a felony 
in San Francisco, but the documents of- 
fored were 
thrown out for technical 
reasons. 
Captain H arris was recalled and testi­ 
fied to the reputation of the defendant. 
W hen asked to nam e anyone who had 
spoken ill of Lucas in his hearing he 
pointed at Mr. Appel, and said to Mr. 
Stephens, who was conducting the cross­ 
exam ination: “ Your own partner there 
told me that he thought Lucas should be 
sent to San Quenfin.” 
Mr. Appel was considerably excited, 
and later on was placed on the stand to 
deny the entire allegation. 
Mr. A. W. Madrill, who is telegraph 
editor and one of the proprietors of a 
morning paper, swore that he bad known 
Lucas since 1876, and considered his rep­ 
utation very bad. 
His evidence was 
finally stricken out on the ground that it 
was not sufficiently definite. 
F. B. Flint, a Deputy United States 
Marshal, testified that lie served on the 
jury in ta n Francisco which tried Lucas 
on a charge of false imprisonment. 
W. J. Marsh, a real estate man of Los 
Angeles, testified th at he knew Lucas iu 
Nevada, and that his reputation was not 
good. 
The defense then began its testimony 
in rebut’al of the character evidence 
offered by the prosecution. 
P. W. Lee, 
B. A. Stephens, H . A. Branscon and 
others were called to the stand to declare 
that they knew Lucas well, and had 
always heard him spoken of in a credit­ 
able way. The Court adjourned at four 
o’clock, and will re convene at half-past 
nine this morning.

Hawkins by Mr. Lucas and may throw 
some light on the case of the’ people 
against Lucas, which claims some public 
attention at this tim e:

P. S.—Say, Mr. Hawkins, that boy 
wanted to confess before he left here, 
ml did tell it. too, that it was a put-up 
job on rue. 
They rushed him off’ tne

it, I will pay one hundred dollars for it. 
Although I myself, or anyone that knows 
him, would not believe him under oath, 
it would he worth considerable to me to 
have it lor people that do not know him 
or me ; that is why I want it. I am sure 
you can get it.

Inspected by the State Board 
of Health.

In His Opinion the Sew age Should 
Be Carried in Pipes to 
the Ocean. 


Dr. Ruggles of Stockton, a member of 
the State Board of Health, accompanied 
by Dr. Orme, its President, inspected the 
sewer farm yesterday by order of Gov­ 
ernor W aterman. 
It was not th is alone 
which brought him to Southern Califor­ 
nia as he is engaged in visiting all the pria4* 
ciple cities in this section and will leave 
for San Diego to-day. 
He was seen by a 


H e r a l d m an yesterday evening as to 
the result of his observations, and when 
asked what he thought about the system 
of UBing the sewage for fertilizing pur­ 
poses 
replied:

if 
it can 
be 
done 
with» 
out detrim ent 
to 
the 
health 
of 
the residents of the surrounding country 
but this is not possible in a district set­ 
tled up as thickly as this is. I think 
there is no alternative but to run it to 
the ocean and shall express myself ac­ 
cordingly in my report to headquarters. 
I here is, of course, no doubt but that it 
is a great pity to waste such a valuable 
fertilizer,but it must be done if it is going 
to invade the atmosphere in a manner, 
that is to say the least, not pleasant. At 
the place we visited to-day I ate some cf 
the finest peaches that can be produced 
in the State, but, at the same tim e, do 
you 
thiDk that 
if 
I 
had 
to 
established 
my home 
in 
South­ 
ern California,taking the supposition tb*t- 
I am a farmer, that I would elect to live 
where 1 would get a whitt of the air that 
blows over 
that district. No, sir. 
If 
there were any large tract to which it 
could be diverted and there be attended 
to it would of course be advisable to 
make such a use cf the m atter, but I do 
not imagine that it could be permanently 
dispose*! of in this m anner down here. 
At Pullman, 111., the sewage is all di­ 
verted to the prairies outside of that city, 
being

engine 
that 
all

The result has been 
very satisfactory, but this is on account 
of the conditions, the place of the de­ 
posit of the m atter being far from any 
settlements. 
I understand that plana 
have already been accepted by your 
Council for the conveyance of this sew­ 
age to the sea, and if so why do they not 
go ahead with the work. 
Even if they 
only build a block or two a year some­ 
thing should be done, for the question is 
becoming one of 
grave 
import and 
. 
should not be carelessly talked of and 
laid aside in the regular routine style. 
“ D ojou think that sewage poisons the 
atm osphere?” asked the scribe. 
“ Well, there are great dangers attend­ 
ing it, as you can see by the typhoid 
fever records, that complaint being gen­ 
erally caused by defective drainage. The 
typhoid germ is very hard to k ill; it can 
be run miles through tho earth and be 
years dorm ant and yet it will seize an 
individual as quickly as if it had just 
been formed. Now there is always that 
danger where sewage is exposed, and for 
this reason I favor piping the waste to 
the ocean and thus effectually getting rid 
of it. 
As to the manner of taking it 
to the sea 
I 
have nothing to say 
as I simply report on the sanitary effects 
of its rem aining here, but I certainly 
think that the sewers should be flushed 
if you have the water to do it with. As 
to tbe ill effects of the exposure of tho 
matter your local doctors can well judge 
by the results. And I understand that 
by the health reports from the district 
where the farm is located the experim ent 
has not proved very successful. 


A MYSTERIOUS SHOT. 


F ir. L . F la lo n r y ’» F a m ily S u d d e n ly

If the tax 
levy is fixed so as to raise $500,000, this 
will give the city about $680,000 for ex­ 
penditure. The annual am ount collected 
from licenses is about $180,000.

THE RAILROADS. 


Another Line for Southern 
California. 


ITS COURSE ASI) PROSFECTS. 


It is Believed to be Projected by 
the Trnm bo People—Depot 
Gossip. 


Another important move has just been 
made and the arrangements concluded 
for the construction of a new line from 
Rogers, on the A. and P., and the coast 
at Ventura, and in all probability to this 
city. At present it is rather hard to ob­ 
tain full particulars of the deal, as those 
chiefly interested are not in the city, but 
sufficient information has been obtained 
to point out what is to be done. The 
new road will start from Rogers, a point 
east of Mojave, and will then cross the 
Antelope Valley diagonally, traversing 
n Bomeofthe best land in that section, 
iitnking the mountains at the road 
which 
leads to Elizabeth 
Lake. 
It will follow this pass and at Elizabeth 
Lake will turn and run along the San 
Francisqueto Canon, this being the ori­ 
ginal survey made by the Atlantic & Pa­ 
cific, when that road was built by the St. 
Louis and San Francisco people with the 
intention of going to Ventura. The road 
will follow the trend of the mountains 
and will cross the Castaca at the point 
where the Southern Pacific has its bridge 
on the road to Santa Barbara. It then 
passes over the Santa Clara river about 
Bardsdale opposite the Southern Pacific 
station of Fillmoreand heads for Randolph 
CaHon which it follows to the Simi 
Ranch. It crosses the Simi valley to the 
Santa Susanna PaES where it makes for 
the San Fernando and running through 
the Cahuenga gets into the San Fernan­ 
do valley and makes directly for this 
city. 
WIIO IS DOING IT? 
The question crops up as to who is at 
the back of this venture and there ap­ 
pears to be but one solution, and that is 
that the projectors are none other than 
those interested in the Trumbo Road 
from Salt Lake to Southern California. 
It looks almost certain when it is re­ 
membered the survey of that road, 
leaving Salt Lake City it runs south of 
the American Desert and across Utah in 
a W. S. W. direction to the State Line, 
when it enters Nevada in Lincoln county 
eouth of Grafton Peak. It then runs 
west through Freyburg and Nj • county 
and turns in aeoutherly direction,running 
part the terminus of the Carson and 
Colorado Railroad and into California by 
Inyo county, where it runs south of the 
Cafion Mines and then goes in a south­ 
westerly direction to Rodgers. When 
this line was decided on Mr. Trumbo 
was asked in what manner the road 
would enter Los Angeles, and on his in­ 
vestigating as to the best possible man­ 
ner he was advised to go by the route 
outlined in the first part of this article. 
This is really the only practicable man­ 
ner in which to reach Los Angeles, as 
there are no difficulties to cope with such 
as the Southern Pacific had, when 
^ 
it decided to construct 
the San 
Fernando tunnel. Then again it will 
have a good section of country to run 
through, as the Antelope valley has 
some splendid land along the base of its 
hills and in the Simi and. San Fernando 
valleys nothing better could be desired 
The idea of a branch line to Ventura is a 
good one, as the distance from Bardsdale 
would not be far and the section of 
country to be traversed is a very fertile 
one. 
WHERE IS THE U. P .? 
Some may Bay that the Union Pacific 
may be at the back of the new project, as 
that road’s Utah Central extension 
from Milford is aleo outlined to run to 
Bodgers, and of course must eventually 
have some means of ingress into Los 
Angeles. 
It is, of course, among the 
probabilities that this road may be at 
the back of the move, but the indica­ 
tions certainly point toward the Trumbo 
people. 
The Wilbur road cannot certainly have 
anything to do with it, as that line, al­ 
though following about the same route 
into the Antelope Valley, will turn up 
the Tejon and make for Bakersfield 
in its northern journey. 
It is sure 
to go by this route, for after all 
the trouble that its projectors had 
to obtain the right of way across the 
Liebre Ranch, refused some years ago to 
the Southern Pacific, they would not 
certainly let it go and General Beale has 
only granted the road privileges across 
his estate on the conditions that it goes 
to Bakersfield. Then, again, a vast 
amount of grading has been done and it 
looks as if work was to bo resumed for 
Mr. Pogson, General Beale’s major-domo, 
was ordered by telegraph yesterday to 
proceed at once to Bakersfield, and it is 
believed to be in connection with the 
opening up of operations. 
Antelope Valley is evidently about to 
undergo a big boom with tbeir two rail­ 
roads competing in the heart of her terri­ 
tory, and within very few years that 
section of Los Angeles county will doubt­ 
less be teeming with a representative 
class of prosperous husbandmen. 
ACROSS THE JOAQUIN. 


P M f r e n o f th e S. P .’ s Mew B ra n ch 
H oad. 
Eighty-eight mileB of track have been 
laid, on the Southern Pacific’s new line 
between Fresno and Poro, leaving about 
fourteen miles yet to be done. This road 
will be a valuable acquisition to Central 
California, as it open» up the Eastern 
Ban Joaquin Valley, for after leaving 
Fresno it ^diverts considerably to the 
east and then parallels the present main 
line to Poro, a point situated twenty-two 
miles north of Sumner and forty-one 
miles south of Tulare. It gives traffic 
facilities to a valuable section of country 
already settled up and under cultivation, 
and will afford it both a northern and 
southern outlet. With the b'ne that is 
being built from Tracy to Ooro on the 
western side of the valley, the present 
main line in the center, and the Fresno 
road to the east, the Wilbur and Santa 
Fe people will find it rather hard work 
to discover a paying place in which to 
locate their road. 
TRACKS TO BE CHANGED.

In a recent report from Vice-Consul 
Warburton some suggestive statements 
are made as to the condition of the 
brandy industry. Mr. Warburton states 
that in 1875 the product was 20,000,000 
gallons, but in consequence of the rava­ 
ges of the phylloxera the product has 
gradually fallen off, until in 1886 it was 
reduced to 13,000,000. As the local con­ 
sumption is estimated at 12,000,000 gal­ 
lons it will be seen that there must have 
been comparatively little left for brandy 
making. In fact, Mr. Warburton says 
that pure brandy has become very scarce 
and difficult to get in the department, 
most of what is sold being mixed with 
beer root or cheap German spirit, while 
the latter is very often sold as cognac 
without any mixture at all.—[Medical 
Classics.

For young birds of this species 
the dealers pay $10 apiece, when buying 
a number at a time, retailing them at $15 
and $20 each. The old talking birds of 
this variety are worth from $50 to $100 
apiece, the price depending on the num­

The 
patient 1b greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping Into the throat of the morbid matter from 
the head, aud as a recumbent position natur­ 
ally favors the flow downward, his rest is fre­ 
quently diBurbed from this cause. Mauy buffler- 
erf ar>* obliged to lie with the head very much 
elevated in order to sleep with some degree 
of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate, in 
the passage between the throat and head, ad- 
heriug to the partH with gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgement embarrasses respiration aud creates 
a sensation of irritation and uneasiness in the 
affected locality, which gives rise to a constant 
aud almost irresistible desire to relieve tb dis­ 
comfort by drawing the mucus into the ‘ roat, 
so as to eject it by the mouth. TIH b pi ;tice, 
popularly known as "hawking," is chaiacter- 
lstic of catarrh, aud proves as embarrassing to 
the one affected as it is disagreeable to those 
around him.

not nnfrequently they have to be torn irom the 
membrane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on which there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but in some cases the caat 
presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 
shape of the nasal cavity. This condition is in­ 
dicative of ulceration, which, in time may des­ 
troy the bony structure of the nose and produ'e 
a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasionally met with in which a 
thick, viscid, slimy Becretion coats the mem­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, aud then putrifles, 
giving rise to a stench which is reallv overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmos­ 
phere of a whole room: and there are others in 
which all the secretions of the membrane are 
suspended, causiug an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat aud leverishness iu the head and 
nose—a condition popularly known bb “Dry 
Catarrh.” 
' 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavi­ 
ties of the bones of the forehead and face, giv­ 
ing rise to & distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or compression over the forehead, espe­ 
cially in the region above aud between the 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or pain In the nostrils near the 
root of the nose, es well as in the upper part of 
the throat, above and behind the soft palate. 
Sometimes there is pain obstinately fixed in 
some particular part, as in the temple, on the 
top of the head, at the back of the neck, or be­ 
hind the orbits, and occasionally pain mani­ 
fests itself in the face of so severe a character 
that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia.

extent of surface than its predecessor. In this 
manner the difficulty spreads from organ to or- 
Ían, invading the throat, laruyx, trachea and 
ronchial tubeB , until, encroaching further and 
further, it reaches the finer ramifications of the 
bronchi, when but a slight Impulse is required 
to tend it to the lungs.

A «roas .Misconception off a 1 
Program m e. 
Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Times, has of late kept up a frantic war­ 
fare against the Prohibition party on the 
ground that its leaders are helping to 
elect the Democratic candidates. As if 
it were unearthing something that no­ 
body else had ever heard of. it reproduces 
a great amount of very poor stuff to 
show that there is an entente cordiale be­ 
tween the * Democratic and Prohibition 
parties in the ensuing campaign. The 
authorities quoted by our contemporary 
are of a very fishy order and we have 
taken no stock in their outgivings, 
especially in those portions of them that 
^late to the employment of Democratic 
money to energize thé Prohibition cam­ 
paign. This is all mere leather and pru­ 
nella, for the simple reason that there is to 
be no money in the Democratic cam­ 
paign save such as may be subscribed by 
enthusiastic Democrats to help along, in a 
legitimate manner, the cause to which 
they are devoted. No “ bar’Is” will figure 
in the Democratic rally. Both Cleveland 
and Thurman are poor men, and they 
range in the category legitimately classed 
as poor but honest. 
The great mass of the Prohibition par­ 
ty belong to the class of amiable idealists. 
They are not in any sense mercenary. 
Where they are honest, and they 
are so almost to 
a man, they 
are absolutely without a suspicion 
of a sordid impulse. 
They be­ 
lieve in the amelioration of the world to 
an extent not even dreamed of by Tenny­ 
son in his Locksley Hall. They 
live 
in a Utopia 
as visionary 
as was ever bodied forth by a 
Sir Thomas More. 
Practical peo­ 
ple discount their hopes, pity tbeir in­ 
fatuation, wish them well and regret 
that the beatitudes are not things of this 
work-a-day world. 
There is nothing 
about them that justifies the brutal in­ 
sinuation of the Times. 
There is no earthly reason why there 
should be any misconception of the posi­ 
tion of the Prohibition leaders. 
Their 
attitude, as respects the Republican 
party, is somewhat analogous to that of 
Christ, on a certain memorable occasion, 
when he said: “Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
I would have gathered thee, as the hen 
gathereth her chickens, but ye would 
not.” The leaders of the Prohibition 
party were for yearn most effu­ 
sive in their preferences 
for the 
Republican party. Perhaps their later 
animosity to the pretended “God aDd 
Morality” organization has 6ome affinity 
to that sentiment said to be peculiar to 
women, and which is embodied in the 
familiar proposition that “ hell hath no 
fury like a woman scorned.” At all 
events, the warm advances of the Prohi­ 
bition party were not met in fitting vein 
and the result is now seen of all men— 
alienation complete and utter—hostility 
to the point of war, and war to the 
knife. 
Such has been the mood of the Pro­ 
hibition party for at least four years. As 
we have had occasion to point out be­ 
fore, and as we again point out for the 
instruction of our Republican contem­ 
porary, failing to rule the Republican 
party, they are determined to ruin it. 
They propose to do this on very logical 
grounds. They leave no one in any 
doubt 
either as to their 
hopes 
or 
theii 
plans. 
With 
the 
Re­ 
publican party once out of the way they 
think that they will inherit nearly all of 
its membership. They look upon the 
Republican party as having fulfilled its 
mission and as in a state of disintegration. 
In this we think they are right. They 
know well that the Republican party 
comprises in its membership all the 
enthusiasms and visionary people of the 
country—those who 
are 
generally 
grouped under the name of isms. For 
the old Democratic and Whig politicians 
who control that organization they care 
nothing. They think that if the Repub­ 
lican party is thoroughly defeated in the 
ensuing campaign it will disband. Again 
we agree with them. 
The Republican party once disbanded, 
the Prohibitionists expect to be a great 
and successful political organization, 
i we disagree with them. We think 


Tlie Democrat» an d the T ariff 
Our Republican brethren of the press 
have set up a man of straw, which they 
label free trade, and which they are in­ 
dustriously engaged in pummeling. They 
insist upon forcing upon the Democratic 
party the paternity of this scare crow. 
The Democrats will have none of it. They 
are moving along steadily in the groove 
of tariff and revenue revision and reduc­ 
tion which was promised by both the 
Democratic and Republican parties in 
their National platforms of 1884, and 
which the Democrats have re-atfirmed in 
their platform of this year. The moder­ 
ate and conservative changes made by 
the Mills bill will simply reinvigorate 
American industries, give to the laborer 
continuous and remunerative employ­ 
ment, make money plenty by reducing 
the surplus in the treasury and assure to 
our manufacturers the markets of the 
world. It will again give American ship­ 
builders a chance and allow the working­ 
man the privilege of buying his clothes 
and other necessaries at something like a 
fair figure. The true Democratic doctrine 
may be summarized thus : 
Until the Kelly-McKinley school suc­ 
ceeded in capturing the Republican 
party, no such doctrine as “Protection 
for the sake of Protection”—the latest 
edition to the Republican creed—was 
ever known in the history of the country. 
Washington knew no such doctrine; nor 
did Hamilton, or Madison, or Adams, or 
Clay,or Webster, or Harrison, or Lincoln, 
or Grant, or Hayes, or Garfield, or Mc­ 
Culloch, or John Sherman or Arthur. It 
is distinctly a new article of faith—that 
is, new in America. And Republicans 
who refuse to vote with their party this 
fall, should insist—for it is strictly true— 
that those who remain in tire old organ­ 
ization, and not those who leave it, are 
the heretics. 
Suppose a man is a member of the 
Baptist Church—that he joined the 
church because he believed in the doc­ 
trine of immerson. If a clique should 
get hold of the organization and should 
decree that, because immersion was 
good thing, you couldn’t have too much 
of it; and that, therefore, that man 
ceased to be a Baptist who did not hold 
that the candidate for baptism should 
be kept 
under the water 
until 
he was drowned—would the man who 
refused his assent to this proposition 
be a traitor to the Baptist faith ? Hard­ 
ly, one would think. It is just so in 
this matter of Protection. The man who 
dissents from the Republican party on 
the tariff point, can find most excellent 
Republican authority for his position. 
And this suggests a “ Republican Justifi­ 
cation of Protection.” It will be found 
on page 5 Vol. 1, of the Report of the 
Tariff Commission of 1882. 
“.Vo rates of defensive duties, except for 
“the establishment of new industries, 
“ which more than equalize the condi­ 
tio n s of labor and capital with that of 
“foreign competitors, can be justified. 
“ Excessive duties, or those above such 
“standard of equalization, are positively 
“injurious to the interests they are sup- 
“ posed to benefit.” 
That is the ODly time when “excessive 
duties” can be tolerated—when they are 
necessary for the establishment of new 
industries. Now it is a fact that every 
duty we have more than covers the 
difference between the cost of labor here 
and abroad. In 1880, for instance, the 
duty on pig iron was $7.00 per ton 
while the whole wage paid to the man 
who made a ton of iron waB $2.46. So 
then, by the Commission’s definition, 
all our duties are excessive. 
Can any of them be justified on the 
ground that they are necessary to estab­ 
lish new industries? Not easily, one 
would think, when it is remembered 
that all of our industries have been 
existence for years, the most important 
one—the iron industry—dating back 230 
years. By this Republican authority, 
then, duties should be reduced to that 
point when they will “equalize the condi­ 
tions of labor and capital with those of 
foreign competitors.” This would reduce 
the tariff to something like 10 per cent. 
The Mills Bill will leave it at 40 percent. 


I nd ia n a Republicans know well that 
theirs is a “ ground-hog case” in the 
present campaign. They are flocking 
from all parts of the State to the fat 
fleshpots set out by his granther’s 
grandson.

Investigated. 


THE CULLOJI RESOLUTIONS. 


Levi P. Morton's Identification with 
British Interests — Pro­ 
longed Debate. 


Another flunkey gone to Paris. Mr. 
Levj P. Morton, an American banker, 
having become rich, was sent as Minister 
to France. He has no other qualifica­ 
tion for the place than his coin. With 
his coin he has hired the proscenium box 
at the Grand Opera House, directly op­ 
posite that of the President of the Repub­ 
lic of France. Another wealthy nob, Mr. 
Astor, of New York, goes as Minister to 
Rome. We hope he will take a palace 
opposite the Vatican, and set up opposi­ 
tion to the Pope, or camp near the 
Quirinal, and reflect the shine of his 
American eagle over upon Humbert and 
Marguerite. 
This shoddy is growing 
rank and is beginning to smell.—[San 
Francisco Argonaut, August 20, 1882.

W a s h in g t o n, August 3 .— Senator Cul- 
lom offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce to 
ascertain and report whether any United 
States railroad lines are owned, operated 
ontrolled by the Grand Trunk, the 
Canadian Pacific, or any other Canadian 
railway companies; also whether com­ 
merce, originating in the United States, 
is diverted from American to Canadian 
lines, and to what extent and in what 
manner ; also whether any discrimina­ 
tion is practiced in the charge for tolls 
against American vessels in the Welland 
and St. Lawrence Canals; also to inquire 
into the question regulating the com­ 
merce carried on by railroads or water 
ways between the United States aud 
Canada. 
The committee is to report what legis­ 
lation is necessary for the protection of 
the commercial interests of the United 
States and promote the enforcement of 
the Interstate Commerce act. 
Cullom Raid he had some days ago of­ 
fered a resolution in the same line, but 
since then concluded that the investiga 
tion should have a wider scope. He 
would not undertake to say in advauce 
what the situation was, fully, but he had 
investigated the subject enough to satisfy 
himself that the commercial interests of 
the United States, and he might also say 
its honor, demanded that something 
should be done to protect American in 
terests against the encroachments of 
Canadian corporations. 
Cullom referred to the disadvantages 
of American roads under the Interstate 
regulations and closed as follows: “The 
American people will not only demand 
that Congress shall regulate commerce 
within the United States, but that Con­ 
gress and the Government will take such 
steps as will protect them in the conduct 
of their commercial connections with any 
other government. If the treaty of 1871 
is in the way, we have the power to get 
rid of it. If any legislation is necessary, 
it is the duty of Congress to enact it.” 
GORMAN TAKES UP THE SUBJECT. 
Gorman admitted it was time for the 
American Congress, without regard to 
party, to recognize this condition of af­ 
fairs. 
Gorman said that in 1855, when the 
first bridge at Niagara was constructed, 
the Grand Trunk road was permitted to 
come aud share our carrying trade. 
In 
18G6 Congress passed an act permitting 
goods to pass in bond through A merican 
terrih ry without paying duty; in other 
words opening absolute free trade on that 
class of merchandise, and that stood to­ 
day unrepealed. In 1871 when the treaty 
of Washington was made the American 
Commissioners were outgeneraled in per 
milting the insertion of two or three 
wc ids which gave the Canadian roads 
tho right to this transit until that treaty 
shoulu he entirely abrogated. In 1884 
the late Secretary Manning undertook to 
investigate the question and said at once 
there was only one way to settle 
the trouble between the British Gov­ 
ernment and ourselves, and that was to 
6trike out these transportation acts. That 
done, Manning said, w7e should get all 
the rights demanded for our fishermen 
and required for the inteieats of the 
United States, and he absolutely, by 
order, prohibited the transit of goods ; 
but when the law officers came to exam­ 
ine the question they advised him he 
had no right to prevent this transit. 
While we had been acting in perfect good 
faith and permitted Cauadian cars to 
pass freely the Canadians had been 
acting against us in every particular 
It has been stated upon the highest 
authority that by secret arrangements 
and drawbacks on both railroads and 
canals the transportation of wheat and 
other products of the Northeast has been 
carried on in Canadian vessels, driv­ 
ing out American vessel?. The Brit­ 
ish (iovernment had given the Canadian 
Pacific road sufficient money to build it 
through a barren wilderness. The road 
had been extended to Puget Sound in 
perfect operation, but it would have been 
comparatively valueless if it could not 
obtain a foothold in the United States. 
So thev obtained from Maine, Vermont 
and other States bordering on the Cana­ 
dian country charters to American 
organizations for the construction of rail­ 
roads with this money which the British 
Government or Canadian Government 
had given as subsidies, and the States of 
Maine and Vermont to-day are being 
used for purposes of diverting this com­ 
merce from American ports. They are 
building to-day through the State of 
Maine a road which will not onlv enable 
the Canadian Pacific to go to HalPax and 
compete for the trade of the Northwest, 
but will give them the advantage of at 
least two days’ time between Japan and 
Liverpool over American lines, and this 
means the absolute monopoly of that 
trade. 
THE CANADIAN PACIFIC REACHING OUT. 
The Canadian Pacific Railroad was 
reaching into the United States by pur­ 
chase and building railroads in this 
country. 
For instance, the lines from 
Sault Saint Marie to Duluth and Minne­ 
apolis, which were feeders to the Cana­ 
dian Pacific. In addition to all that the 
British Government or Canadian Gov­ 
ernment recently subsidized a line of 
steamers to China and Japan for the pur­ 
pose of securing commerce between those 
countries and the United States and 
Europe. Whatever might be the exact 
facts in the matter all the Senators 
would agree that whatever coul i be done 
consistently with the relations between 
the two Governments and under the 
Constitution of the United States ought 
to be done, so that commerce between 
China and Japan and the United States 
shall be carried on by American 
instead of Canadian carriers. 
The purpose of the rccrnt subsidy, 
<£60,000 a year, to a line of three steam­ 
ships on the Pacific from the western 
terminals of the Canadian Pacific, was to 
give the Canadian Pacific business which 
would naturally come to the Union Pa­ 
cific, Northern Pacific, or Southern Pa­ 
cific, and the result so far has been that 
42 per cent, of the tea consumed by this 
country is carried by the Canadian 
Pacific. 
Mr. Hoar inquired as to the fact of 
subsidized steamers being convertible 
into ships of war. 
Edmunds—The British government al­ 
ways requires that. 
Mitchell—I can give another item. 
This subsidized line of steamers is bring­ 
ing in Chinese at the rate of 4,000 a 
month. They are flowing down every 


waterway in streams into the United 
tates tiirough Columbia. 
MORTON SHOULD PURGE HIMSELF. 
Gorman read a table of distances show­ 
ing that the route from Yokohama to 
Liverpool, via the Canadian Pacific and 
the new lines now in process of building 
through the United States, will he over 
1100 miles shorter than by the American 
lines. The temptation offered by these 
subsidies have been too great for our 
American citizens. In Poor’s manual 
would be found the names of Americans 
loudly proclaimed who associated them­ 
selves in this enterprise, as of course 
they had a perfect right to do. Some of 
the most distinguished men in the 
United States, some of whom are candi­ 
dates for high offices, even the second of­ 
fice in the Government, might be found 
directors of the Canadian Pacific. Gor­ 
man here read a list of the officers and 
directors of the road. Among the direc­ 
tors appeared the nameB of Levi P. Mor­ 
ton and WiHiam L. Scott. 
Mitchell, interrupting, said if the Sen­ 
ator from Maryland had taken the trou­ 
ble to read the names of the directors of 
a western road which had lately fallen 
into the hands of the Canadian Pacific, 
he would have found the name of the 
Chairman of the Democratic National 
Executive Committee. 
Gorman said he had no doubt of it, 
but that gentleman was not a candidate 
for office. He did not believe there 
ought to be any parlizanehip on this 
question, but as the Senator from Oregon 
brought it out so pointedly he desired to 
express the belief that no man who is a 
candidate for a high office, whether lie be 
Democrat or Republican, who if elected 
might become President of the United 
States, could properly accept the office 
until he purged himseli of every interest 
in a British enterprise. It was no ques­ 
tion of politics, and lie had not brought 
it iu for political purposes. 
A POLITICAL DISCUSSION. 
A lengthy discussion, principally of 
political nature, then ensued between 
Gorman and Edmunds. During its con 
tinuance Edmunds said there was one 
thing that might he taken as true on 
both sides of the chamber, and that was 
that the physical geography of the globe 
would not be changed either by the Bt. 
Louis or Chicago platform, or by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland or by his successor. 
President Harrison. 
If goods could 
be carried cheaper between Liverpool 
and Hong Kong across Canada, com­ 
merce would 6eek that route; but besides 
the physical facts of geography, the 
physical condition of climate played its 
part, and no government could change 
it. He believed, therefore, that his hon­ 
orable friend (Gorman; was immensely 
wrong in saying that the Canadian Pacific 
line, whether going through Maine or 
not, could ever compete with the Amer­ 
ica» Pacific lines without going to ruin, 
or unless sustained by its Government, 
l'here were seven months in the year 
when the transportation of a million 
chests of tea or a million boxes of silks 
would not cost half as much by the 
American lines as by the Canadian 
line, and when to that was added 
the fact that the American lines 
were capable of doing and were doing 
an immense local business, any Ameri­ 
can citizen who lashed himself into a 
great fever on the subject of competition 
for the Asiatic trade, was falling into an 
immense delusion. It was true that so 
long as money could be found to run the 
Canadian line at a loss, and to carry 
goods at half cost, it might be done, and 
the United States could not help it. It 
had to be said, however, that the con­ 
trast between the Governments of 
the United States and Great Britain, in 
regard to encouraging trade, commerce 
and manufactures was very great. The 
British Government subsidized railways 
and steamships and established colonies 
and consulates, and demanded i ny in­ 
stant reparation for wrongs to its sub­ 
jects. The Government of the United 
States, as at present' constituted, did not 
do that. 
. Cullom closed the discussion by declar­ 
ing that if it were necessary that the 
flag of the American nation should float 
over Canada (in order to protect Ameri­ 
can people) he should be in favor of it 
before the subject was got through with. 
The resolution was then adopted with­ 
out division. 
The resolution of yesterday, fixing the 
hour of daily meeting at 11 a . m . was 
adopted ; yeas 24, nays 23; and the reso­ 
lution offered by Gray that when the 
Senate adjourns to-day it be till Monday, 
was also adopted. 
THE FISHERIES TAKEN UP. 
The Benate then proceeded to consider 
the Fisheries treaty in open executive 
session, and was addressed by Teller in 
opposition to its ratification. He said 
that in all the annals of history no nation 
had been so regardless of the rights of 
others as the English nation. He did 
not know that he agreed with the state­ 
ment of the Senator from. Virginia (Rid- 
dleberger) that this would never be a 
free nation until she had whipped Eng­ 
land for a third time, but he did know 
the United States would never be a free 
nation unless it asserted that which be 
longed to it, and unless it was ready and 
willing to stand up for that which the 
treaty of 1783 recognized in it, whether 
that were its boundaries or its in­ 
dependence. The history of England 
justifies 
the 
declaration 
of 
Jef­ 
ferson 
that 
she 
would 
destroy 
the liberties of the world that she might 
sell a bale of fur. She was to-day legis­ 
lating for the purpoee of putting subjects 
of hers on trial in a court unknown to 
lav, and was sending her brightest and 
best men to jail for simply appearing at 
public meetings to protest against wrongs 
suffered at the hands of the consolidated 
power of their great nation. The people 
of the United States would get their 
rights peaceably if they could, forcibly if 
they must. The fear of war or fear that 
England could destroy $500,000,000 worth 
of property on the sea coast and lakes, 
would not deter the American people 
from demanding what was theirs, and 
what their fathers had bought with their 
blood. As to the remarks made by Mr. 
Morgan that the Senators of the Demo­ 
cratic side (two-thirds of them men who 
had been Confederates) were patriots, 
while the Republican Senators were 
partisans, Teller said they would not fool 
any one. That has been heard Ijefore. 
Taey would be welc-m? to all that 
the Nortl e :n men claimed for themselves, 
but they must not claim that they had 
more virtue and patriotism, and more 
love of American manhood and Ameri­ 
can integrity and American glorv than 
the Republican Senators had.

Vance next obtained the floor. The 
Senate resumed legislative business, but 
soon adjourned till Monday.

SUIT AGAINST t h e CONSOLIDATED MINK. 
Land Commissio'tter Stockslager, in a 
letter to the Secretary of the Interior, 
has recommended that the Attorney 
General be requested to instituto a civil 
suit against the Eureka Consolidated 
Mining Company, operating in Nevada, 
to recover $3,670,741. This sum, it is 
alleged, represents 
the 
value of 
charcoal, 
cord wood, 
manufactured 
from cedar, pine and mahogony timber 
unlawfully cut from public mineral lands 
in Nevada, by or with the guilty knowl­ 
edge of the Eureka Company. A crim- . 
inal suit is recommended againBt Henry 
Donnelly, superintendent of the com­ 
pany’s mines. These recommendations 
are made upon a report by Special Agent 
Geo. D. Temple, who has just concluded 
his investigation of alleged timber depre­ 
dations in Nevada. The principal office 
of tlie Eureka Consolidated Mining Com- 
pauy is in San Francisco. The Commis­ 
sioner admits that it was lawful to cut 
timber from public mineral lands for 
mining purposes, but asserts that the 
company has violated the law respecting 
the protection of young trees, and has 
ignored certain rules prescribed by the 
general land office, hence he recom­ 
mends the suits us stated.

THE IN D I A N COUNCIL. 
Stubborn Chiefs of the Sioux Na* 
tion —lutlnilrtniion Practiced. 
S ta n d in g R o c k A g e n c y , Dak., August 
3.—It is stated to-day’s conference drew 
out the fact that four chiefs, John Gross, 
Gall, Mad Bear and Big Head, backed 
by Bitting Bull, arc holding the Indians 
back from assenting to the act of Con­ 
gress by intimidations. The chiefs were 
asked in ojien council, in the presence of 
all the Indians, to get up and say that 
every Indian might act as he pleased, 
and accept or reject the offer of the 
Government, and that in thus express­ 
ing his mind, would give no offense to 
the Chiefs, and would not be hurt or in­ 
terfered with on account of his action. 
The request was made and repeated 
twice. The Indians looked at the Chiefs 
and waited to hear a reply. 
The Com­ 
missioners stated that they regarded the 
silence of the Chiefs as an admission 
that they were keeping the j>eople back 
under intimidation, and that the people 
were not allowed to speak their true sen­ 
timents. This caused considerable sen­ 
sation and the Commissioners adjourned 
the council until Monday. 
Every pro­ 
vision of the treaty has been explained 
and all the objections answered. 
The 
Commissioners still believe a favorable 
result will be reached. 
THE UTES. 
I g n a cio, Col., August 3 .—The South­ 
ern Utes are all off from their agency 
with their stock, and considerable time 
must elapse before they can be brought 
in for preliminary counsel. The work of 
the Commissioners is made much harder 
from the fact that the Government has 
failed to pay them a portion of their 
annuities, and the settlers in the county 
and towns surrounding the reservation 
have given them the impression that 
they are to be forced to leave their reser­ 
vation whether they wish it or not. The 
Indians are fully aware of their rights 
under the existing treaty and will make 
no change unless they can clearly see 
their condition is bettered by it.

Human 
Beings 
Horribly 
Burned To Death. 


FIR E IN A TENEMENT DEATH TRAP 


A List Of the Victims—Hope Revived 
In the B reast of Maxwell. 
The Border W ar.

N e w Y o r k , A ugusts.—Thirteen people 
were burned to death in a six-story brick 
building in the tear oí 197 Bowery, this 
afternoon. Six more burned so badly 
th a t they will probably die, wore re­ 
moved to various hospitals. The house 
was a ram shackle affair, hidden in tho 
m iddle of the block, the only entrance to 
it being a narrow alleyw ay from the 
Bowery. 
In tho caged building lived 
about 150 people. 
Each of the six floors 
was occupied by a single family, the head 
of which was a tailor who made clothing 
for a cheap wholesale clothing house, 
and employed from fifteen to twenty 
men, women and children in addition to 
his own family, in making up clothing. 
They were all Polish Jew s, and em ploy­ 
ers and employed worked, ate aud slept 
in the crowded rooms of the dingy 
tenem ent. 
At about 4.15 o’clock this 
afternoon while all the occupants of the 
building were busily at work in the clos­ 
ing hours preceding their Sabbath eve, 
flames broke out on the lower floor. The 
fire had, when discovered, already gain­ 
ed such headway that it was in full pos- 
sition of the stairway and escape by it 
seemed impossible. 
Many of 
THE FRIGHTENED INMATES 
rushed down through the flames and in­ 
to the narrow court-yard, with clothes 
ablaze and hand and bodies burned. Six 
of them were so severely burned that 
they were taken to the hospital and may 
die. There were fire escapes on the 
front 
aud 
rear 
of 
the 
house. 
They were perpendicular iron ladders 
running down the rear of the building, 
but before any of the inmates had tried 
to escape by them the flames had as­ 
cended through the house and were 
reaching the 
front windows, so that 
descent by the fire escapes was im­ 
possible. 
One m an already half burned 
to death leaped from the fifth story win­ 
dow and fell a mangled mass of flesh in 
the the little court-yard. Others jumped 
from the second story windows and es­ 
caped with bruises. 
The 
enormous 
crowds th a t had gathered shook with 
dread and sym pathy as some of the 
wounded shrieked and others groaned 
w ith pain or feebly moaned in anguish. 
One poor woman lay upon her back in a 
little store in the Bowery, with not only 
her 
clothing 
but 
the 
hair 
of 
head 
burned 
off. 
It 
seemed 
as 
if she m ust be dead, but a slight up­ 
heaval of her bosom told that life still 
rem ained. 
She was unconscious and the 
surgeon said she would not live to reach 
the hospital. 
Another young girl was 
DELIRIOUS WITH PAIN. 
She was not so badly burned as the 
others, but iu a mad jum p from one 
of the windows she had received internal 
injuries, and also cut a terrible gash in 
the side of Jier head, from which the 
blood rushed forth, giving her a ghastly 
appearance. 
She raved aud screamed, 
and had to be held by two attendants 
w hile her wounds were being dressed. 
A. 
H . Sheldon, manager of tho People’s 
Theater, on first discovering the fire 
seni out tho alarm and the firemen re­ 
sponded, but when they a wived the 
flames already had complete possession 
of the house and nothing could be done 
to save it, and little to save the inmates. 
Charles W. Norman, property man of 
the People’s Theater, with several of his 
comrades, procured a small ladder which 
they stretched over to a window of the 
burning building. A woman, with her 
hair and clothing already ablaze, ap­ 
peared at the window and Norman called 
to her to cross over on the ladder. 
She 
cried back she 
COULD NOT LEAVE HER CHILDREN. 
Norman tried to cross over on the lad­ 
der but the flames drove him back and 
he could not save her. 
Afterwards the 
charred body of the mother and two 
children were found in the building. 
Three men, however, availed themselves 
of the ladder and escaped to the roof of 
the theater. 
W hen the firemen had at 
last drowned the flames so they could 
enter the house, they searched floor by 
floor as they ascended, 
and on the 
tliird floor they found the burned bodies 
of a m an, woman and boy. 
On the 
fourth floor they 
found 
five bodies 
so badly burned that it was impossible 
to tell w hether they were those of men or 
women. 
On the fifth floor no bodies 
were found, but on the sixth five more 
bodies were found and they were also 
burned so th at it could not be told 
w hether they were men or w om en; this 
made thirteen bodies found in the build­ 
ing. T hat of men who leaped from the 
fifth story of the window increased 
TIIE DEATH LIST 
To fifteen, while it is feared the death of 
some, if not all those in the hospital, will 
make the num ber greater. 
Several of 
the bodies were burned so badly that 
they fell apart when they were removed, 
and the firemen were obliged to lower 
them 
from 
the 
windows in nets. 
The nam es of the dead as far as known 
a re : 
Phillip Klople, 42 years old, who 
jum ped from the fifth floor; Mrs. Adelia 
G ruft and her two children, Joseph and 
Celia, six years old. 
The mother is the 
woman who refused to escape because 
she would not desert her children. 
Her 
husband escaped with an infant in his 
arm s and was almost crazy with grief at 
the loss of his wife and two other child­ 
ren. The other bodies are at the morgue 
waiting identification. The fire started 
on the first floor in the apartm ent of 
Em m a Steverson, janitress of the build­ 
ing, and was caused by the explosion of 
a kerosene oil stove.

A THOROUGHFARE. 


P r o p o s it io n t o T u n n e l 
t l i e T h ir d 
S tr e e t H i l l . 
The people residing in the western part 
of the city are anxious to have some 
thoroughfare over which they can reach 
the heart of the city without having to 
wear out their horses by driving them 
over the hill, which rises as a barrier 
between these two portions of the town. 
Several propositions have been studied 
and many ways have been considered as 
to the best means to accomplish this end. 
At one tim e there was considerable talk 
about tunneling through the hill at First 
Btreet and thus making a thoroughfare 
from 
one 
side of the city to the 
other, but for some 
time 
nothing 
has been 
heard 
of 
this scheme. 
The m atter attracted considerable atten­ 
tion at the hands of the Board of Free­ 
holders while the subject of streets was 
under consideration. 
Assessments for 
grading streets on the hill framed the 
topic for discussion for several hours of 
one session, and on that occasion it was 
generally conceded that the pioper way 
to give the western residents an outlet 
was to tunnel under the hills, and the 
cost of the work, it was thought, should 
be paid by the public which would be 
benefited and not by the property own­ 
ers along the line of the street. 
No pro­ 
vision was made, however, for paying 
the cost of tunneling in the charter, but 
it is probable that before the Freeholders 
finish their work they will take this 
aga h 
into 
consideration. 
The 
property owners have, however, recently 
thought of a plan by which they think it 
possible to give an outlet for the least 
money. Tr.G plan is to tunnel under 
the hill on Third street, commencing at 
Hill street and finishing at Hope street. 
This tunnel will, if constructed, be three 
blocks long and will tap the hill at a 
point which can never be graded to ad­ 
vantage. The proj>erty owners on Third 
street between the two extremities of the 
tunnel will not be disturbed, and the 
whole western and northern part of the 
city will be benefited. Third street can 
then be extended to Figueroa and perhaps 
to the city limits, but from Third and 
Figueroa'streets the travel to and from 
the tunnel can be distributed along the 
other thoroughfares. On Monday next a 
petition will be handed to the City Coun­ 
cil by property owners asking that tlie 
City Surveyor be instructed to survey the 
intended tunnel and furnish an estimate 
of the cost.
